(vii) Secretary (Culture) 

(viii) Officer on Special Duty (Secretariat for the 50th Anniversary of India's Independence 

2. The Implementation Committee shall be responsible for : 

(i) Evolving events and programmes geared towards commemoration; 

(ii) Implementing the events and programmes evolved in connection with the Commemoration beginning from 15th 
August, 1997; 

(iii) Obtaining such information/documents from the Ministries/Departments of the Government of India and State 
Governments and securing such assistance as may be required by it in due discharge of its responsibilities and 
functions; from time to time. 

(iv) The Co mmi ttee shall have power to (i) call for details, (ii) organise meetings and (iii) require the presence of 
Secretaries to the Government of India, Chief Secretaries to the State GovemmentsAJTs and Secretaries of the 
Departments of the State Govemraents/UTs for consultation and discussions, etc., in connection with the dis¬ 
charge of its functions and responsibilities. 

3. The Implementation Committee shall perform such other functions and responsibilities as may be assigned to it 
from time to time. 

4. The Implementation Committee is empowered to set-up such Programme Committee/Sub-Committees, under 
its overall supervision, as may be considered necessary.
